Ypsilanti grocers are waiting today 
to know what the new order will be 
from Washington regarding sale of 
fiour substitutes. While the supply 
of substitutes is not exhausted there 
is possibility of a shortage the same 
as in other cities: of the state and 
messages have been sent to Wash- 
ington by 
ing what could be done. The exact 
facts were stated—that Michigan was 
ont of substitutes and if the sale of 
the equal quantity of a substitute 
must be made, the sale of wheat fiour 
would have to stop in many places. 

The rule which has caused the 
trouble is this, technically known as 
rule 31: | 

“The licenses dealing in wheat 
flour at retail shall not, without the 
written permission of the United 
States food administrator, sell wheat! 
flour to any person unless such per- 
gon purchases from him et the same 
time one pound of wheat substitutes 
for every pound of wheat flour pur- 
chased. 

Wheat flour substitutes are defined , 
in the rule as: |

This, plan was favorably re- 
ceived by the sugar re efining in- 
dustry, which had been on a war 
basis almost from the beginning 


Domestic sugar re efiners; since 
the outbreak of the European War 
not only have safeguarded the 
United States uppiy but have 
maini tained the lowest sugar prices 
in the world. | 

This brillia nt record is due 
largely to the fact that sugar re- 
fining is in the hands of large 
business units, with an excess of 
refining capacity sufficient to sup- 
ply all “domestic needs, and so far- 
all demands of foreign countries. 


In the spring of 1917 there was 
a serious attempt at the disor- 
ganization of the sugar refining 
industry, following a long series 
of attempts at destruction of sugar 
ships. 


Accompanying these incidents 
were widely circulated: sensa- 
tional reports predicting a sugar 
famine and sugar shortage, caus- 
ing widespread apprehension.
